Dear Sir Robert, 

I am leaving Montreal with Colonel Birks and the other 
members of our party on Friday or Saturday of this week to take up 
work in connection with the Khaki University for Canadian Soldiers 
Overseas. Colonel Birks has just informed me that I should have 
from you as Chairman of the Advisory Board of the Khaki University 
in Canada a letter stating that I am soing to England on the staff 
of the University, and that my work will consist in part in 
lecturing to the students of the Khaki University. This letter 
Colonel Birks thinks will be recuired in the first place at New York 
to explain why I am taking over a considerable amount of typeuritten 
and manuscrint matter in the form of lecture notes,etc. Il under- 
stand that the examiners are very critical about any written matter, 
and that a letter of this kind would be necessary to explain my 
status and why I am taking over material of this nature. 

Colonel Birks also received from Dr. Tory this morning a 
cable asking him to make an appointment with the Prime-Minister to 
address the opening meeting of the Khaki University at some date in 
the immediate future, and asking at the same time that the Canadian 
Universities present a Canadian flag to be used in the decoration 


of the building on the occasion of this event. It is, of course 


impossible for us at the present time to make arrangements with

reference to the Prime-Minister, but Colonel Birks has asked me 
whether if he were to buy the Canadian flag and take it over he 
might present it as a gift from the Canadian Universities to the 
Khaki University for Canadian Soldiers. I told him that I was writing 
to you and would ask you whether you think it appropriate for this 
action to be taken. There is not sufficient time for us to consult 
the various Canadian Universities in connection with this, even if 
the matter were one which were sufficiently important to be referred 
to them severally. If you approve we Will get the flag and take it 
as a gift from the Universities of Canada. 

Seeing that I am leaving so soon I shall be very slad if 
you will be good enough to revly to this letter at your earliest 
convenience.
